This will eventuali y Include 
those that are in reserve as well as 
those on the active list. 


It is apparent that Admiral Robison 


has set quite a task for the engineering 
officers o fthe navyR. At ' the 
same 


time, the usefulness of such data, both 
in time of war-and peace, is apparent 
when completed. The authorities a,t 
the navy department will be adbised 
of any deficiency in the machinery of 
any ship. They will also be informed 
as to the expense of putting the fleet 
in cnodition to go into battle. 


The work of preparing this data will 


be inaugurated by the study of four 
important elements that will be in- 
volved. They are:

1. Complete and detail study o£ the f 


annual reports from the fleet 
as 
to j 


condition of the machinery with ref- { 
erence to the variQ.us alterations and [ 
repairs recommended. 


2. Study of the reports of the com- 


bined maneuvers o fthe fleet off Pan- 
ma this year with speciau study of the 
machinery problems brought to light 
by tho meneuvers. 


3. Study of reports of navy yards of 


June 30 on the pending load of work, 
etc. 


4. Study of the various bureau pro- 


jects for repairs and alterations to the 
machinery of the fleet. 


In the course of the study of those 


four elements it Is proposed to 
total 


up the work recommended. After the 
decisions as to whether a certain pro- 
ject will be a waste of money or a di- 
rect contribltion to the reliability of 
the ship, then to get a complete tabu- 
lated statement showing the ccst of 
the work and the time involved.

MORE ABOUT NEW BRIDGE 


Portland Says It is Locatet 


Wrong Place 


The opening of the interstate bridgr 


between Kittery and^Portsmouth com 
pels the use of the narrow, crooked an 
unsafe road between tha Maine end o 
the bridge and the old trunk line high 
way. "Whether it wants to1 do so or no 
the state will soon be compelled t 
construct a new road, without curves 
straight across the country for a dis 
tance of approximately three miles, t 
connect with the main rtunk line 
Portland. 


This road is necessary because th 


present approach to the interotat 
bridge on the Maine end is unsafe 
Having expended a very large sum o 
money In b.ullding the bridge and an 
approach to it from the main land, the 
state is under obligation to complete 
the work so that those who use the 
bridge may not be subjected to the 
danger which now exists. 


It happens too .often in Maine that 


local-Influences intervene to prevent 
the location of trunk line roads where 
they should be built. In laying out a 
trunk line the only thing to be consid- 
ered is the interest of the people who 
will use the road. The diversion of 
trunk lines so that traffic may be di- 
rected through towns-or cities "is a 
mistake which has been made too fre- 
quently in Maine. In the long run 
building trunk line roads through the 
main streets of those cities and towns 
is certain to add to the expense of 
those cities and towns because of the 
necessity of employing traffic officers.

had trunk line roads diverted so that 
traffic would be compelled to 
pass 


through them a brief experience has 
shown that instead of being an asset 
such trunk lines are a distinct disad- 
vantage.. 


Other states, particularly Massachu- 


etts, has learned by experience that 
trunk lines should be built to skirt the 
edges of cities and towns and not pass 
through their main streets when it can 
be avoided. This interstate bridge be- 
tween Kittery and Portsmouth was lo- 
cated where it Is' now to satisfy the 
demands of the city of Portsmouth am 
the people of Kittery . It should have 
seen built higher up the Piscatanua 
river, permitting automobile, traffic t 
pass around the thickly settled part o 
Portsmouth and avoiding the narrow 
crooked roads of Kittery. Here is on 
instance where local influencse wer 
permitted to overrule the advice of th 
engineers and as a result great expens 
is added to the state of Maine. 


There are other cases of the same 


kind in Maine, some where local In- 
fluences have been exerted, or are be- 
ing exerted, to have set aside the de- 
cisions of the engineers who have laid 
out the trunk lines. 
Such roads 


should, whenever possible, be con- 
structed to connect main points with- 
in the state in tha shortest, straieht- 
est and safest way. In no caee where 
It can be avoided should they follow 
the line of old roads winding through 
thickly settled communities. The in- 
terests o£ such communities should be 
taken caro of by building connecting 
roads, not by building trunk lines 
through them. It requires no prophet 
to predict that eventually we shall 
build trunk lines as Massachusetts has 
built 
the 
Newburyport 
turnpike, 


avoiding the main streets of cities and 
%'illages wherever it can be done.— 
Portland Press 'Herald.

TUNNELS A MENACE. 


If you chafe and choke over the heat 


fumes entering your railway car the 
nest time you go through a tunnel, 
think of the men in the engine cab and 
be happy. For, says the Bureau of 
Mines the' heat to which tho trainmen 
are subjected not only ranges as high 
as 136 degrees, but the smoke and 
moisture-laden atmosphere 
is 
often 


filled with deadly carbon monoxide 
gas.

The bureau recently conducted a 


series of tests In railroad tunnels in 
connection with Investigation into ac- 
cident causes. Oilt of 40 tunnel trips 
whose duration ranged from 4 1-2 to 
25 minutes, it was found that carbon 
monoxide was present in the aid of 34 
34 cases. Hot-exhaust gases from the 
engines were another source of dan- 
ger. 


Exhaustion of train crews due to 


exposure to atmospheres 
containing 


carbon monoxide or to exceedingly high 
temperatures saturated with moisture, 
was said undoubtedly to have been the 
cause of many accidents. 


Results of physiological tests over 


the period of 10 minutes in engine 
cabs showed that the ^conditions there 
might be severe enough to cause as- 
phyxiation or exhaustion in periods of 
20 minutes, in case an engine became 
stalled in a tunnel. 


While the bureau ha.1;, experimented 


with sas masks for the use of cab 
crews, and has perfected a small pock- 
et respirator for -quick use when in a 
tunnel, it has been concluded that the 
most satisfactory method for overcom- 
ing the tur.nol atmospheres is by sup- 
plying fresh air to the men from the 
trains "air brake system. A supply is 
led to each man through a small rub- 
ber tube with an ordinary funnel on 
the end, which, when held close to the 
face, furnishes an adequate fresh air 
supply.
